The Indians and an India" Policy • 



Eeportsof recent Indian outrages 
occurring all aronnd the coast of .Bri- 
tish Columbia, aro enggnstivo of the 
necessity of 6omo change in our polioy 
as regards tho aboriginoa. Perhaps it 
■would be mora corroot to say that this 
state of things calls for tho inaugnra- 
tioD of a syBtcmatio Indian polioy ; as 
heretofore tho Governmont liavo care- 
fully abstained from interforonco with 
tho Indian enstoms and intorual ocon- 
omy, and havo only stepped in on the 
occasion of any serious offonoo having 
been committed by tho Indiana 
against tho whito population. Uf Into 
however, through tho zeal of Mr Dun- 
can in his capacity of magisterial 
missionary, interfering with tho cus- 
toms of the tribo ontsido tho mission, 
on socb subjects as tho matter of keeping Blaves 
tho disposal of tho dead, etc, and Mr. 
Tomlinson. at Naas, disarming a par- 
ty of Chimpseans on a recent occasion, 
a serios of complications" havo arisen 
that ultimately, unless arrostcd by 
Government intervention, will lead to 
serious results. Every man, both 
missionary and trader, ig now a law 
unto himsolf, and only calls in tho aid 
of the Governmont to protect him. 
aftor having previously violated all 
t _ $ : ? s ; y « n ; I, iU £p on at, p ras^mi d^ t ra« 
ditions. A a Indian policy that no ono 
can misunderstand ought to bo do- 

takon that it is properly curried out 
by all missionaries and tradors. This 
also would sorve for the uso and guid- 
anc« of captains of men-of-war who 
might be called upon to decide upon 
Indian matters. AVo havo groat rou- 
peot for missionaries, but wo foar that 
it not unfrequontly happons, owing to 
their being bo much looked up to and 
consulted, on all temporal as well as 
spiritual matters, tbey cease to be tho 
humble disciples they wore when they 
left home, and in course of timo con- 
sider themselves chief men in civil some 
times aB woll as in roligiousm fitters, so 
that what is gained by diplomacy is 
is often lost in missionary work. 
In this respect, porhaps, thero is loss 
to complain of as regards the Eoman 
Cstholio missionaries, who aehievo 
much good undor very straitened cir- 
cumstances, but whoso efforts soom to 
be almost entirely ignored ; tho Pro- 
testant missions being frequently viBit- 
ed by Bhips of war, while the JRoniun 
Catbolio mission, situated on Tillage 
Island at the entrance of Knight's 
Canal, under tho superintendence of 
Father Fouquet, has never, so far as 
•we are aware, been visitod by the 
Sparrowhawk or any othor of Her 
Mojosty's vessels in their numerous 
cruises along that part of tho coast. 
To carry out a system of Indjan policy, 
a Superintendent of Indian Affairs 
should at once bo appointed. The 
person to bo 6electod for this effico 
ought io be well acquainted ™i th the 
Indian character., and able to speak 
one or mor© of the wido spread lan- 
guages of the coast ; a man of honor 
and probity, who would bo rospoetod 
alike by whites and aboriginos. The 
advice of Buoh an officer would bo 
most valuable to the Goverumont in 
all Indian difficulties, and ho might 
occasionally accompany ships of war 
■when employed about tho coast on 
Indian iiflairs, giving tho bonofit of 
his advice and experience, and perhaps 
bye-and-byo, whon tho country could 
hotter afford it, a more comploto Indian 
system, of which ho could bo tho head, 
might bo inaugurated, comprising ro» 
sorvations with their schools, hospitals 
and industrial institutions, snob, as 
now exist in tho United States. An- 
other point with regard to tho welfare 
oftbo Indian that requires revising 
and looking into, is the piosont work- 
ing ot tho Indian liquor law, which has 
almost bocomo a doad Iottor; schoonn 
ers ply their trado without molest, 
ation all around tho coast, obtaining 
a permit for a few gallons o f liquor when 
leafing Yictoria, and filliug up at Coinox 
and other pluces from time to time without 
let or hindrance A return showing the 
number of vessels searched during the 
last few years would probably throw some 
light on the naturo of this traffic, which 
we believe could only be stopped by the 
passing of an enactment forbidding ves., 
sels engaged in tho Indian trado having 
on hoard tho smallest quantity of spirits 
ct any time, under tho penalty of seizure 
aud imprisonment, on conviction. "While 
on this subject wo would ask the Execu- 
tive if tho investigation into the late

W asiuncjton, August 3 — Gen Meade 
has issued an order announcing that tho 
civil government being restored in Geor- 
gia, Alabama and Florida, tbo military 
power vested in tho commander ceasos to 
exist under the reconstruction laws. Here- 
after all military orders bearing upon tho 
rights of persons and property in these 
States shall ccaso to bo enforced. The or- 
der contains tho details of the future 
stations of troops. 

Chicago, Aug 4 — Returns of the Ken- 
tucky election yesterday are very meagre. 
Stevenson (Dem) hus doubtless carried 
the Stnto by a large majority. 

Schnyler Colfax mid party left here 
yesterday on an excursion to tho Rocky 
Mountains.

Northampton, Mass, Jane 22, 1868 
Turning my back upon the dost » 
bustle of the great metropolis of New Y». 
five dayB ago I started on a ramble thrd 1 ' 
the prinoipul towns in the States of Cor" 5 ' 
ticut and Massachusetts which lie on iDer 
shore of tbe famed Connecticut '' er 
Leaving New York by the 8 a. m. press 
train, two hours' whirling, landed u»' tne 
town of Norwalk in the wooden itmeg 
titato. Norwalk ia a town of so* ,ff0 
thousand inhabitants, and is situsti on an 
estuary ol Long Island Sonnd. It 'Ssesaea 
some importance from its manaoturing 
int«t««t«, and is a placo of sammaresort for 
tVew Yorkers. Entering the-own we 
crossed a bridge which was th»cene of a 
fearful tragedy some filteen ears ago. 
The night Express train fronWew York, 
tilled with Eastern medical nP who had 
been to tbe metropolis to atteuia conference 
6i the faculty, was un its wr to Boston 
On nearing Norwalk the ongie-driver saw 
as he supposed displayed lb light which 
announced "all right at thedraw" of tbe 
bridge crossing tho estuary, s(dashing ahead 
he found to his horror v«heu to late to slacken 
speed, that the draw was' opened. Tho 
engine and most of the oarafere preoipitatod 
down a bank sixty foet in height into the 
water below, where ono ballot the passen- 
gers, closed in tho cars like ardines in cans, 
and unable to extricate thomelves, perished 
miserably. Tho engiuoer ecaped with his 
life to learn that tbo "dinger light" was 
displayed instead of the 'til right light." 
His mistake was accountodfor on scientific 
principles, and (he ccors afterwards 
changed to others more listinct; but the 
disaster sent a thrill of horor through the 
country, and tho spot is panted out to this 
day by the people of Norwlk, with a shud- 
der. 

Loaving Norwalk, a :ide of one hour 
brought us to tho thriving oity of Bridge- 
port, whore we laid over. Tbe growth ol 
Ibis town has been wonderful. In ton 
years it has iucreased frore 7,500 to 21,000 
inhabitants. It's strfets an straight and run 
at right angles and its ' noises are generally 
handsome structures ol m«dern design. At 
this placo are located the manufactories of 
tho Wheeler & Wilson »nd Uowa flawing 
machinos. Tho Wheobr & Wilson works, 
aro said to be tho largeit on tho continont. 
They cover six acres— tint if, tnere are six 
acres writer roof— while tbe ground devoted 
to tbe purpoeas of tho firm is as much 
more. I visited one shop which covered 
two aoros, all under one roof and ivilhout a 
partition wall. This shop ii built of iron 
with a tiled roof— not a single pieoo of wood 
having boen uBod in its construction. By 
actual oount, 523 men were at work on tho 
different parts of sowing machines, whoa I 
onterod the immense room, and tbo clang 
and din arising from the operation of bo

" T'no American Congress refused in 1864 

to renew the reciprocity treaty with Caaada, 
more than anything else out of spite at the 
hostility and ugliness manifested by that 
people during the rebellion. The minds ol 
our representatives unfortunately are not, as 
an average, above the line of feeling and 
reasoning which would be involved iu such a 
course. No matter how profitable commer- 
cial relations wilh that country might have 
been to us, the opportunity to show it* temper 
and importance would have presented an irre> 
sistible temptation to that au^u»l body, the 
38th Congross. The extreme pettiness of 
the motive at tho time made us ridiculous in 
the eyes of the world ; while tbe olumsy ex- 
cuse patched up to cover this narrow and silly 
vindictiveneas, namely, that the treaty was 
more profitable to Canada than to ourselves, 
belbngcd to the same piece, and wub well 
wnrthy of tbe same intelligent statesman. 
A trade which was manifestly and undeni- 
u0(y adraaUgcctH So iho two parties ; in 
which neither obtained anything eicopt at a 
profit to both ; and which increased the total 
of wealth and enjoyment to eucb, was lo bo 
rejected because these philosophy ra and finan- 
cier thought they could discover that Can- 
ada, being the poorer and weaker, derived a 
greater benefit proportionately Irom the con- 
unction, than tho United States did. Mr 
Beaman's bill fa bill just introduced to 
Uongres*] proposes to establish a substantial 
reciprooity troaty betweon tho United Slates 
and Canada. The only reason ono him for re- 
gretting its introduction is that it inevitably 
revives tho reoollections of onr national stu- 
pidity and ni^headadness in 1SG4. It is any- 
thing but pleasant to have it brought to mind 
that a great nation could act so like a pack 
of sohool boys. Bui sineo the question is 
again 'op,' Mr Beaman's bill, wilh all re ■- 
sonablo enlargements and amendments, should 
pass.

From Spriny field to Northampton is a 
distance ot 17 miles through a charmintf 
country well watered by tho Connecticut 
river and its b.anohes and tributaries. Tho 
landscape 03 seen from tbe ours is one of 
indescribable beauty. Far on either side of 
tho track, stretch green fields laden with 
thu IruitB of the earth, with here nnd thoro a 
enug farruhouso nestled ensily amongst a 
clump of troes or a band of cattle or sheep 
grazing contentedly on tho rich pasture land 
where once roamed the lordly moose and the 
grizzly bear, while tho pioluresque Connec- 
ticut stretches like a silver ribband as far 
us tho eye can reach, and the distant hr.ok- 
ground is formed by a range ol' green hills 
that rise abruptly to tha north and omt of 
the valley. A ndn ol thirty-five minutoB 
brought us to Northampton — a town of some 
10,000 souls— situated in the very centre of 
the tubaoao-growing district of Massachu- 
setts. Are you aware that in this respaot 
at least, tho war was a .god send to farmora 
along tho Connecticut river 7 Stimulalod by 
tho high prices ol the 'wend' caused by tho 
wur, a Yankee (armor, in 1802, put in an ex- 
perimental crop, and tho yield was unexpect- 
edly large and Gno. Next year other farmers 
followed the examplo, and Connecticut to- 
bacco soon oamo into general request , add- 
ing greatly to tbe wealth of this district. 
As wrappers for tho best brands of oigars, it 

ii groatly esteemed and meots with ready 
salo, From some physiological cause not 
fully understood, tho best tobacco ia pro- 
duced on the north bank of tho river. 

The State Lunatic Asylum is located at 
this plaoo.

He dis- 
appeared mysteriously and it was supposed 
by his family and friends that he hud been 
foully detiit with. A letter has just been 
received from him dated New York. He 
stated that ho was robbed by sailors and 
shanghaied on board a vessel iu u stato of 
insensibility. The ship was wrecked on 
an island and when all bunds expected to 
be lost, one of tho sailors confessed the 
crime to Cohen and restored to him bis 
sharo of the plunder. Cohen fi mil lay got 
to sen. alone in a small boat and was pick- 
ed up and finally reached New York, 
broken down iu health and pocket. This 
very extraordinary story is fully credited 
by his family and business partner. 

Yesterday tho detectives arrested Ida
